Fifth Parliament— Fourtli Session. 

THIRD DAY. 

Tuesday, Jan, 28th. 
Mr. Spealcor toolc thp chair at 2:10 
p. ni. 

Prayers -were offered by Rev. A. 
Bean lands. ./ 

PKTITION. 

Hon. Mr. Robson presented a petition 
from tlio inhabitants of Vunoouvor, usU- 
injj for increased representation, on the 
rouistribiition of seats. 

Hun. Mr. Ueiwon usliod tiiat tlie 
petition be read at once. 

Mr, Speaker explained that reudinjj a 
potitioa on the Jay ol its presentation 
wa.? contrary to tlie rules of the House, 
as laid down by ,\lr. Speaker I'ooley. 

Hon. Mr. lieaven claiujed that if a 
niember desired it, a petition could bo 
read on presentutioii, of coursi^ pro- 
vided that it was endorseil by a niciolier 
of the House as ooutaiiiiiig nothing con- 
Irury to tho privileges of the House. 

Uun. Mr. Robson thought the lion, 
leader of the oppcsition took exactly 
the wrong view of the situation. A pe- 
tition might be read on preseiilaliou by 
the expressed wish of the Ifou^o. Il 
wus usual, however, to delay the rcail- 
ing for cue day to euublc Mr. .Speaker 
to examine the petition uiid to see lliut 
it contained no objeotiouable matter. 

THK DKIIATK RKSHMKU, 
Mr. (Jnait in resuming l!ic de- 
bate on the reply to the speech from the 
throne, went al length into tlie discus- 
sion of lion. .Mr. Beavcn's eiiiitoMtion 
that tliorc were irrcgnlaritit-s in the 
election of Mr. .Speaker. IKmiuoIciI .May'.s 
I'arliiiiuunlai y I'raclice in sup[)ort of his 
arguLiient that -Mr. Higgiiis sboulil have 
been ii.troduccil to llie ri^picscnlative 
of the crown by the hoii. provincial mc<:- 
relary; and formally acccpteil. lie 
thinigbl it woulil be well if uuu'e alLeii- 
lion was ])aid to the nunarka of thehon. 
leader of tile opposition on points of or- 
der. Continuing his speoob, the lion, 
member fur Ciissiur complimoiited the 
iiios'er and seconder of tho reply on the 
oloipicnce and ability of their speeches. 
Attacking the .Speech itself, be pro- 
nouuotiil it a oonibiniiliou of geiierulities, 
with nothing of detiuile jiolicy in it. 
When Hon. air. Davie w.is before his 
cuuatitueuts for re-election \,u worked on 
the "catch" that he only consented 
toiiuter the cabinet on the oonditiuii 
that' the construction of tho Cunuda 
Western railway be nude a matter of 
government policy. _ The honorable 
>'eiitlemau iniglit do his best and still 
liis promises might be nothing bot chafif. 
Iii'regard to the increase of revenue, ho 
did not think that with the influx of 
iiiiniigralion and the improvements go- 
ing on tlio revenue could but increase. 
He hebl the govorninent equally blaui- 
able for under estimating the reveiiiio 
as they would be if they exceeded their 
estimate of expenditure. Referring to 
the liftli clause of the speech the mem- 
ber for ("'aasiar said that he, too, would 
have felt glad if the reduction w<uks at 
Ciiribon liad been successful, as stated, 
hut lio bad yet to .lee the proof that 
suclfwas the case. \\'itli roferenco to 
the iiiiiieraU in the railway belt, the 
governnient had been a long time dick- 
ering over thi.s matter, and bad ilonc 
nothing yet. He would have 
preferred to sec the control of 
the minorals given to llie Duminioii in 
tho tirat place than tlie long delay 
disastrous to the pnwperity of llic inin- 
ing iiidu.stry in Ilrilish t'olmiibia. The 
presont state of affairs was unfaii- to 
ca|)italiats who did n"t I'lire to invest 
their nioiicy until llii'y could get clear 
titles to their claims. I'or lb.! present 
state of alfairs lie held tho governnient 
in a very great measure blamablc. In 
the speech, the backwardness of agri- 
culture-waa referred to, the govermnenl 
tlieniaelves thereby admitting that 
every branch of industry had not ptos- 
perod under their administration. The; 
dilatory policy of the government in 
neglecting to open U[) railways was, he 
consiileriid, in a great mciisure respon- 
sihle for agriculture not advancing as it 
should. Passing to the I'ilh aectiou, 
referring to the (picdtioii of losses to 
Victoria seulers in Ueliiing's Sea, he i 
blamed the governnient for not making 
further progress in the settlement of 
this dispute. Pending the arbitra- 
tion of the case, he iteld that the 
Provincial Government should have in- 
sisted on the Dominion Governnient 
setting apart a fund for the indemntiicu- 
tion of the British sealers for the losses 
they had sustained. The only fault the 
lion, member for Caaaair bad to liiid 
with the clause providing lor surveys 
was that they wore not arranged for 
.soon enough; he (piite eMdorsod the 
principle of llio bill in regard to the re- 
compense of employees for personal in- 
juries Mustaiiicd, of course unless aucll 
juries were rccciccd llirougli carelea.s- 
ne.ss. The clause relating to ruilway.s, 
very imleliiiite, as all forcsliadowiiigs of 
this tiovernmcnt's were, he prcsuiiieil 
was the one upon which Hon. Mr. 
Davie secured election. He agreed with 
the necessity for the iiassagu of tho bill 
inti (iiluceil by the lion, attorney •general 
in leg.-ird to the Leiral Professions, l)Ut 
Hon. .Nlr. I )a vie had simply :ip|iropri- 
uled the measure and the tliumlcr of 
his (i[)ponents. Passing from tho dis- 
cussion of the speech to remarks niadi' 
in the opening of the debate, be iiaiiicd 
as tho "ohl red herring," the excuse 
given by the lion, provincial secretary 
when cliargeil with neglect by tlic 
leader of the opiiosition. His reply in- 
variably was, "Well, your (loveriiiiieiit 
did no better." In conclusion, llio 
school tux was touched upon and pro- 
nounced as obnoxious, unfair and unjust, 
the most iniipiilous tax ever levied. 
He could not iniiigiuo a more unjust ur 
more niijustiliable piece of legislation. 
Hon. Mr. Robson on liis visit to Kani- 
loops bad unfairly stated one mutter to 
the audience ho addressed, giving all 
tho credit for good work done in thu 
district to the government supporters. 
It was a groat fault this government had 
to belittle their opponents' efforts for 
their constituents. 

Hon. Mr. Turner addiMl bis meed of 
praise and congrutuliitioii to the mover 
and secoiiiler of the addrea.s. Ho was 
sorry be could not compliiiient the louder 
of the o]ipo.sition. His speech Wiis 
iiioi-e an example of nagging than of 
aiiyUiing worthy of the leader of a loyal 
opposition. The biirdon of his spei^eli 
was ill coiiiKiction with lui alleged irre- 
gularity in the election of the spuakin', 
and wliieli could not bo siibstiiiitiated 
by jmrliiinuuitiiry iiuthiu-ilics. Then lie 
fell Ipiick upon llie stalciiieiit that privi- 
leges were unneeessiirily asked for. 
iNcilher were worthy of taking up llio 
lime of llie House. Almost every word 
spokoii by the opposition in refer- 
ence to lliu speoeli was congratulatory. 
In the npeccli, ur in the reply, no ut- 
tenipt was inudo to congratulate tho 
government, but the country, on its pro- 
gress and prosperity. The estimates 
had exceodod the revenue it was true, 
but ho did not consider that the govern- 
ment uonld bo blamed for not cstinmt- 
iiig tho iiicreaso, as tho opposition had 
alteiiipte<l to prove, in u country where 
Kucli rapid progress was made as in Brit- 
ish Columbia. In the matter of a few 
land sales, where Iboy wire found to be 
profitiibln investmoiits to in iko and in the 
matter of lines iMiJ forfeitures il wasab- 
Holutely iinjio.isible to form an ealimHte 
of what the revonuo produced wiaild be.

Ilefeiciice was 
iiiadi? to their biiiigliiig Dry Dock 
policy, which was a matter of history.

Tho 
lioii. guiilloiiian referred to the asaist- 
ance given railway projects, and bow 
extensive ruilnmd couslructioii would 
very sluu-tly be commenced. To tlic 
eueouragoineiit given, to assist in tlic 
development of our minerals by the es- 
tablisliment of a ( Joveriiment mill , and 
which would, a.s Blatcd by the meinbor 
frmii ( 'ariljoo, shortly beiu' goiiil tniit. 
To t lie intention of tlii. ( loveninieiiL lo 
spend such aiiiiis in exploring and 
aurvcj'iiigpioviiiciul lands that would en- 
able llieiii lo establish settlers. To the 
the development of our timber wealth 
which will soon furiii.sh us with a large 
revenue vritlioiit liainperiiig the in- 
dustry, to the elforts to ^eataljliali 
actositui wells which would be pro- 
'^ecuted.'With energy in tlie early spring, 
and t<ii'*'huniberlo8s useful acta that bad 
been passed in the interest of tho conn try 
incluiliug the aettlomont bill, which 
brought about the construction of the 
Island Ituilway. The bon. gonllonuiii 
enlarged upon these subjects, showing 
how tlio government jiossosaed the eon- 
tideuceof the ' country as shown by the

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THU DEBATE ON 
DMESS. 



THE AD- 



The debate on tlio address in reply to 
the Speech from tho Throne lias been 
both iatorMtiug'HJidlriStipuotive. It has 
shown that the Government occupies a 
strong, indeed an ttiiussailable position, 
Slid that the Opposition is exceediiigiy 
weak. Tliis is nut so iniioh from its 
iiuuierical inferiority, or ita lack of uljil- 
ity as from want of some fault to find 
with the administration of public affairs 
or some valid objection to tiie Gov- 
ernmont's policy. 

Mr. Cunninghrxm made a senBiljlo 
speech— one that sliou-ed tliat he will 
make ii. uooful iiionibor uf the Legisla- 
ture., His apoeoli meant buainesa from 
the first word lo the last. He waated 
no words. Every sentence was to 
the point. It was - not aa 
apeeohes moving the address in reply 
too often are, a weak echo of the Speech 
from tlie Tlirono. While he necussarily 
followed the liuea laid down in the 
Speech Mr. Cunningham showed that lie 
had a mind of his own and that he 
.had at heart the welfare of the province. 
What he said about the progress of 
agriculture was specially worthy of at- 
tention and leads us to conclude that 
the farmers of tho province will find in 
tlie member for Westminster a zealouj 
and a judicious advocate. He is evi- 
dently enthusiastic on the subject of 
agriculture and although there is a pre- 
judice against enthusiasts no cause ever 
yet made tlic least lieadway that was 
not taken up by iin enthusiast — a man 
who tliorouijlily luiduralood the suljjeot 
and wlio was buiunl, in aoasoii and out 
' of season, to furtlrer its interests. 

We are sorry that wo cannot honest- 
ly compliment the leader of the Op; 
position on his crilioisim of the speech, 
It was a very poor effort from every point 
. of view, and altogether unwortliy a inan 
who occupies tho position of leader of 
a party. Carping criticism and petty 
personalities may be tolerated in a more 
political skirmisher, but from a leader 
something larger and more liberal is 
expected. The sneer at Mr. Cunning- 
bam almost as soon as he had taken his 
seat, was peculiarly ungracious and 
petty coming from tho leader of the 
Opposition. It would liave been re- 
garded aa uncaniiid and impertinent 
embodied in a parugrupii of the Times, 
but forming partof the speechof the Hon. 
Robert Beaven, it was simply contempt- 
ible. Mr. Onnniiigliam, as Mr. Beaven 
well knew, whs selected by the oleetor.n 
of New Westminster because he was a 
supporter of the Government and a Con- 
servalive, and it was on the under- 
standing that be would support Mr. 
Robson's Government that he was 
elected. That hia opponent belonged 
to the samp party and made tho same 
profesaiona waa nufaultof Mr. Cunnin);- 
ham or of the <;overi]iiient. It was, 
however, an evidence of weakness of tlio 
Opposition that they were not able in 
the Vifhole constituency to prevail on one 
of its membera to contest tho seat. The 
insinuation that tho tiovermnent did not 
favor Mr. Cunningham's return was an- 
other of the little spiteful tricks in- 
tended merely to annoy an oiiponent 
which distinguinh Mr. Beaven'a 
style of debate. Sudi waspish at- 
tempts would not bu made by 
a large-minded man who had RDiiiething 
to Bay which !iii.sil,l.> men coupidor 
worth hearing. His i-eiiiaiks aljoul tho 
leader of the Governments visits to the 
different districts of the province .slKJW.d 
the same narrowness of view, tho same 
ill-natured desire to annoy when he 
could not hurt. As for his remarks up- 
on a senseless ceremony that ought to 
have been nbsolntcdniig a^'n, ih,.y were of 
a piece with the rest of theBpoecb. Tliey 
showed that the Opposition leader is a 
small man who is only in bis element 
when he is dealing with small things. 
Suoh opposition OS that offered by Mr. 
Beaven never yet hurt oven the weak- 
est Government; and it can nmke no 
impression whatever on n strong one. 

The Leader of tin; Government replied 
efifectually to such of Mr. I5eavena re- 
marks that were worth noticing. The 
only fault in his speech was timt he 
treated his carping and snarling adver- 
saiy with far greater respect than he de- 
served. Tills was perhaps in justice to 
himself and to the ptjsition ho occu])ios 
for it was hardly (ittiiig for a self- 
respect i'l J.' man und the leader of a 
Govorumcnt to treat tlio malignant 
pettiness of tho leader of the Opposi- 
tion in tho way it doaerves. 

Mr. itemlin made ils uaunl a fluent 
and a plausible speoab, but not being 



provided with wliut the Opposition organ 
calls ammuriitlon, his.'.lal^.orrwas vrithout 
results uatisfaotory to' himself or to any 

ono else. It was u pity that ho under- 
took ta criticiao a Coi.osisT nrtiole that 
he evidently had never .rcatl. We 
have a higher opinion of Mr. 
Semlin's intoUigonce than to suppose he 
would take from the article a meaning 
that it could not possibly convoy to a 
reader who understands tho Queen's 
Mnglish, and we would not like to be- 
lieve that lio would wilfully misrepre- 
sent the language of oven an opponent. 

The Attorney-General replied elfeo- 
tively. His taski was an easy one. 
iVever before had an opposition so littlo 
to say, and never before was what tliey 
liad to say said ko lamely and so weakly. 
.Mr. Grant, of course, spoke. A speech 
on the address -was expected of him, 
ami it would notdo for him to disappoint 
his party. With the material at his 
disposal, it was very difficult to make n 
lolling or even a plausible speech. Mr. 
badner spoke with his usual good sense, 
und the Minister of Lands and Works 
closed the debate. When he sat down 
everyone expected the Leader of the 
Opposition, as is his invariable custom, 
to be ready with an amendment. But 
even he could not find material for an 
umendment to the address, and it 
passed witliout a division. 

A BAD MEMORY. 

In last evening's opposition organ tlio 
following paragraph occurs: "As long 
us eight years ago, Mr. 'Senilin intro 
duced a bill in the House of Assembly 
looking to the repeal of the Legal Pro 
fessions' Act." The measure was, of 
course, defeated. Mr. Semlin recou- 
eiructcd the bill aad introduced it at 
the following session, and it was again 
defeated by the Government." 

When it is remembered that the 
Legal Professions' Act was only passed 
six years ago, viz. : in 1SS4, it is im- 
possible to understand how Mr. .Sondin or 
any ono olae could have introduced a 
hill eight years ago to repeal an act 
wliicli never .had existence until two 
j'eara afterwards, and how Mr. Semlin 
ro-iutroduced it at the following session 
is simply inconcoivable. But nil this is 
on a par with the Times' utterances on 
the subject of the same Legal Profes- 
sions Bill. We have already shown 
that its statements have been utter pre- 
varications, and its latest absurdity is 
hut a continuance of ita inendaoioua course 
Liars should have good memories, and 
those concocting the leading articles of 
the Times should remember dates. But 
tliey have no memories they are all 
the time giving.theniBelves transparent- 
away as in this iastanoe. 
On a par with tKiS' ludicrous perver- 
ui is their statement that the hill was 
defeated by the government, when it was 
.sliown that wlicii Mr. Higgins' amend- 
ment was brought into the House, 
Messrs. Robson, Vernon and Turner 
voted in its favor. 



MISUNDERaTUOD. 

Ohr Westminster oonlemporaryi'Tho 
Ti'uth, seems to have wlioUy misunder- 
stood the paragriiph in the Speech from 
the Throne, in whicii immigration is 
mentioned. .It says: "It is promised 
that some measure to promote immi- 
gration will bo brought down for tho 
considoration of the House." The para- 
graph in the Spoeeli runs: " lu ordoi; 
succesafully lo utilize the volume of 
immigration steadily coming to our 
sliores, it is essential that extensive ex- 
plorations and surveys bo oarried out; 
and you will be asked to make liberal 
provision for tliat purpose." Our con- 
tniiipoi-Ary, on roQectiou, must see that 
to promote immigration and to utiliz.e 
tlie volume of immigration aie two 
very different things. To offer immi- 
grants inducements to come to tlie pro- 
vince is not by any means the same as 
making provision for tho people wlio 
come hero witiiout being invited. The 
(invornment does uot nsk the Legisla- 
tive Assembly to give them money for 
the purpose of bringing immigrants to 
our shores, but they ask for a sum to 
prosecute a survey to find out where 
there is land on which the Immigrants 
who come here without any effort on 
their part may settle. Our contem- 
porary, without intending it, recom- 
mends the very poUoy which is fore- 
sliadowed in tho . speech from the 
Throne. It says: " But fortunately 
the province is still in pos- 
session of an extensive public do- 
main." It is to find out the extent 
and situation of the parts of that do 
main which are available for settlement 
that is to be the business of the Govern 
nt exploring and [sm veyiiig parties, 
'J'iio Government will, no doubt, take 
casurea to place the lands that are dis- 
ivered and surveyed within the reach 
ot immigrants. In this way will both 
the lands and the immigration be util- 
ised. 

If Tho Truth had studied tho para 
graph a little it might have spared itself 
the trouble of writinj; a homily on tax 
tion and tho managcineut ot public 
lands. If it had understood the para- 
graph which it criticised it would have 
found that the policy of the Provincial 
Government is perfectly consistent and 
moreover, just the policy which it 
a|iprovei. The next time it undertakes 
criticise an utterance of tho Ciovern- 
nient it will, wo hope, iiiuke sur« tliat 
it has mastered its meaning. 



AMERWAN TIMBER DUTIES. 

There seems to be some division 
uniong the members of the Ways and 

Means committee in Congress aa to con 
t liming the duty on tiinbor. Some o 
tho men connected with tho tiriibor 
trade that have been before the com 
niittee, are opposed to putting timlier on 
the free list, and others are strongly in 
favor of admitting it free of duty. Con 
grossman MeCorinick, who represents 
large timber interests, is strongly op 
posed to taking the duty ofT Imnber. 
r>ut there are many liunberiiien in the 
Northern .States who express themselves 
in favor of the removal oi the duty. 
Ex-Senator Burnett, who is president of 
a large lumber company in Cleveland 
has gone to Washington for the express 
purpose of using his influence to h 
buiiber placed on the free list of the 
next tariff bill. The Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, which approves of ex-Senator 
Burnett's mission, asserts that a won 
dorful chancre of sentiment has taken 
place with regard to the tariff question 
among Cleveland lumbermen of late 
They are almost unanimous in demand- 
ing the removal of the duty. Tliere 
are, however, influential men who have 
bought up large tracts of timber land in 
Michigan, and who are holding them for 
an advance in price, who ays doing their 
host to have tho tariff left witli reape 
to lumber as it is. 

It is more thun likely that Senator 
MoCc/riniek, ami those who think as li( 
does, will liuvo their way. Tlie Ropub 
liuan majority in Congresa,-i8v|i<ErOBgly 
protectionist. Ita members were re 
turned for the express purpose of up 
holding tlie systen. of protection. Thei 
SCO that they must maintain that sys 
tcni as a whole. If tho}' m.ike any con 
cessions to the tariff reforinera in the 
matter of lumber they may be reqitir 
to give %vay in some other qu irt 
u here the tariff is felt to hamper iu- 
ilustry as well aa to bo burdeuBoine; and 
» hcn once the hu.-)ineH3 of revision ho 
gins no one can toll wliere it will stop. 
The disposition is just now to pursue i 
rigidly oonBervative polioy with' regard 
to the tariff. The Frote'otiotiiats mean 
to hold all they have and to get ua much 
more as they can, and the Protection- 
ists at present Im vc tho u|)pi'r hand 
Congress. TIkmo ifi talk of addiii 
tax equal to the Dominion export duty 
on logs to the existing duty on lumber 
A resolution to that effect is already be 
fore the Senate Committee. 

Almost every one must see that pro- 
tection to Itinihor is had policy 
(lie Unitorl .States. The native timber 
supply is liniitcd an<l the drain upon it 
iiiiiiply trenu'ii.lniiH, It, is already in 
many places showing signs of exhaus- 
tion. The policy of the States shot^ld 
ho earcfully to husband tho timber sup- 
jily and in oi-der to do that they should 
Ciieoiinigo the i in])orlatioii of foreign 
lumber. But instead of preserving their 
foresti, the peoplo of the United States 
are consuming thorn at a very rapid rate 
and their poliuy by lessening tho con - 
sumption of Canadian lumber is doing 
for Canada wliut it ought to bo doing for 
their own country, namely, preventing 
an excessive drain on its timber sujiply, 
ami thus iirovcntiiig its exhaustion in 
tho near futuru. Canada's foreata are 
every, year becoming more and moni 
valuable and the proteotivo policy of 
the States is doing this country what 
will prove to bo a very great service. 
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EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

The Russian Paeitic Railroad is now 
admitted to bo a practicable project. It 

said that its construction will coin- 
iiience in the spring. Work is to be 
begun upon the eastern and west- 
ern extremities at the same timo. Vla- 
divostook is to be the eastern terminus 
of the road, which will be, when finish- 
ed, -1,500 miles in length, and will cost 
some 3'22O,OOO,0OO. It does uot appear 
that any road already constructed hi 
Asia by the Russians will be part of the 
new line. The trans-Caspian road will 
form part of an altogether separate 
eysteni. It ia calculated that when the 
road ia finished London Avill bo within 
tighteen daya or bo of Pekiu. New 
■'l orU will then be only twenty-five days 
from the capital of China. This is how 
the calculation ia made : Seven days to 
London, dfteeii days to Vladivostock 
r.iid then throe days to Pekin. The 
Russian Paciflc railway ia no doubt a 
groat undertaking and it will bo finished 
in course of time, but it is not nearly so 
great an enterprise for Russia as the 
I'unadian Pacific was for Canada. And 
we question very much, great as Rus- 
sia's resources are, if the Russian road 
will bo built as quickly and be as good a 
toad after it is constructed und equipped 
as the traiiiieolatianital road which the 
Dominion has built" wholly out of ita 
own resources.

Georj^o 
Fretlei'ick Coolce iii-i'ivci! in America 
in 1810, niid rviiim.Md horc until Lis 
death in 1812. J-, i ling nt defiance all

than ih lhe fact that in the whole his 
toi'v of Llio drama in this cnuiitry he

Huzlitl considered Keuii's kissing of 
Opliclia's band, in the famous scene 
between them in Act m, "the Bnest 
coiTiineiitai'v lliat was ever made on 
SliaU'csi)eai'(;.

Tiiere are 
men still living w ho recollect the eld- 
er Bootli in tbo part — iie played it foi' 
the last- time in Now York in 1843— 
!ii>nd to these it isono of the most do- 
ligliL'/jjl of incii:r:rios. Thonias R. 
< ioiilfl,' wi it' in IbiJB, sums up aa 
'i'jl.'iows his < n-. n idiMs of llie ITanilei 
of this gi'cat niiin: "'Tlie total ini])ros- 
sif)n left by his iuipersoii.ation at the 
liiiii! <i[' its occnri-ence, and which 
still afmles, was that of a spii-itnal 
nielanclioly, at onco acute and pro- 
found.
